in length, and tne Coal Creek branch, long since abendoned, Commencing 
as a member of the engineering corps, engaged in realigning and recon- 
Structing the road from Dolton to Denville, aná in locating and suver- 
vising tne construction of the Chicago and "Western Indiana Railroed, 

from Dolton into Chicago, and thereafter being continuously connected 
witn successive managements, as confidential secretany to the President 
anc, for more then twenty-five years, as legal adviser of the management, 
he nas had unusual oppertunities to become familiar witn all of the in- 
portant cnanges in organization and property. 

It is hoped that this work will prove useful es en index to sources 
of accurate information, rather than as a complete history in itself, 
Early events, the knowledge of which is confined to very few persons 
now living, nave been treated witn considerable detail, but recent happ- 
enings wnich, under modern railroad metnods, &re fully recorded in the 
pooks and published reports of a mal logs company, ere but briefly men- 
tioned., 

On the presumption that this book will interest only those who may 
be seeking information as.to specific facts, particular attention nas 
been given to the preparation of the Index, "immediately Following.

The road was poorly constructed end was in financial

The Cnicego, Danville and Vincennes Railroad Company 
issued its First Mortgage on what was called its Illinois 
Division, being the line from Dolton to Danville, bearing 
Gate March 10, 1869, to Wide tan R. Fosāick anc James Ds 
Fish, 58 trustees, to secure an issue of First Mortgege 
bonás emounting to $2,500,000, bearing seven ver cent. 
interest and payable Merch NOM 1909, 

Marca 4, 1872, the Cnicego, Danville and Vincennes 
Rallroad Company was consolidated witnthe Rossville and 
Indiana Railroad Company. Maren 6, 1872, a further con-

Tue consolidéted company, April 24, 1872, executed

under tue prior mortefges. 

Tne compeny aefeulted in vayment of ‘interest on its 
bonds, after tne payment of April 1, 1873, end a scnemem ves 
proposed for funding tne maturing coupons becoming due from 
October 1, 1873, to April 1, 1875, by issuing seven per cent. 
"Convertibele Bonds" under è mortgege dated December 16,1872, 
to James D. Fisn end James W. Elwell, trustees, to secure 
$1,000,000 of bonds payable February. ly, 18253) tne mortgege 
being made a lien on bota divisions of the roe d.

united States Circuit Court, at Cnicago. 
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Taese attacks upon tne title to the property so serious- 
ly interfered with the sale of the Cnicago and Eastern Illinois. 
Railroad Company's securities, that negotiations vere 
entered into between tne Chicago and Eastern Illinois Reilroad |. 
Comveny (which company and its successors are hereinafter 
called the Esstern Illinois Company) end Edwin Walker, for a 
settlement of the litigation, wita the result tnet tne 
E£2stern Illinois Company egreed to rey to Welker, for the 
perties whom ne represented, $500,000 in certain bonds to be 
fortnwith issued to en emount of 36,000,0007to be known as 
First Consolideted Mortgage bonds. These bonds were issued 
under a mortgage designated First Consolidated Mortgege, to 
Centrel Trust Company of New York, es tr ustee, dated June 
2, 1384, aná payable October 1, 1°34, wita interest es six 
ver cnet, per annum, payeple semi-annually, April 1 and 
October 1 in each yesr. The mortgage included all of the 
property then owned or thereafter to be acquired by the 
Eastern Illinois Company, 

Pursuant to tne egreement for settlement, which wes 
concluded between the Eastern Illinois Comvany and Edwin 
Walker, a decree was prepared to be entered by tne United 
States Circuit Court for tne Northern District of Illinois, 
quieting in the Eastern Illinois Company tne title to all of 
tae property acquired at tae sales under tne Gecrees 62 
foreclosure of the CD & V mortgages. 

Walle tne decree wes being prepared, information as to 
tne proposed settlement of tne controversy ree@onedtcertein 
nolders of Convertible bonds, who hed tnertofore wholly failed 
to take any park in the litigaticn or contribute anything to- 


verá tne expensed tnereof, or in env way to vrotecí their: 
interest re bondholders. These Convertible Mortgege bonà-, 
nolders, neaded by Henry 
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F. semes, tunen President of the Commercial Netional Bank of 
Cnicego, ana interested in tne Naticnel City Bank of Ottawa, . 
Illinois, and Andrew Crewford, arcaritalist of Chicago, got 
togetner a iot of the Convertible Nortgege bonds, which hed 
theretofore been considered worthless, and secured essign- 
mente of: Sever@él-nundred thousand dollers of judgments 
ageinst tue C D & V, which were elso considered wortnless, 
ena in the neme of tne National City Bank'ofOttavwe asked 
leave of®tne court tole sn “intervening petition iin 
wLilon tuney/sev up wll of tne foreclosure roceedings, the 
reverse lor the adecreesor foreclosure, and the SNIegaeltles 
taat zàwin walker hed condluded e settlement with the 
gestern Illinois Company, disregarding their interests es 
bonanolders and creditors, and they praéyed that they might 
be mace varties to tne proceedings. 

June 50, 125€, tne Circuit Court;—nonorable henry 
*. Blodgett presiding,—entered tne final decree substan- 
tially as it nea been prerared by Henry Crawford, represent 
ing tae Eastern Illinois Compeny, end Edwin Walker, represent- 
ing tne orposing interests, end in the decree the Court den- 
led tne petition of tne National City Bank of Ottawa to 1n- 
tervene, and expressly found that there wes no evidence of 
fraud or collusion on the part of the Eastern Illinois Com- 
peny or tne verties revresented by Edwin Walker. 

Immediately after the entry of the decree of June 30, 
1884, which quieted in the Eastern Illinois Comrany the title 
to its property, es against the bondnclders, stockholders 
ena creditors of tne C D £ V, the National City Bank of 
Ottewe vraved an apreal from thet decree to the Sunreme Court 
of tne United States, end the Judgment creditors, who were 
represented by the same parties, filed a bill in the Circuit 
Court of the 
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unitea States to set eside the decree, on tne ground of fraud 
aná collusion alleged to nave existed in its entry. 

Tne appeal to tne Surreme Court of the United States 
wes vrosecuted by Cnerles M. Osborn and S. A. Lynde és att- 
orneys for tne National City Bank of Ottawe, which aprealed 
in tae name of Elwell, trustee; and tne same attorneys lso 
prosecutea tue bill to set aside tne decree. 

Cn account of tae pendency of ine appeal from the e- 
cree of June 50, 1884, and on account of tne filed by tne 
judgment creditors to set aside tnat decree, tne Esstern 
Illinois Company refused to pay over the $500,000 in bonds 
wnicn it nad agreed to pay, the ground for its refusal being 
taat it ned agree to pey tne money to end Ane litigation 
and taat tne litigation wes not ended. 

Edwin Welker and nis associated insisted that the 
money snould be paid and tnat tney nad fully complied with

Under Gate of February 1, 1887, the Esstern Illinois 
Ccmtany executed its Sinking Fund Collateral Trust Mortgage 
to Central Trust Company of NewYork, es trustee, to secure an 
issue of ‘bonds amounting to $2,000,000, payeble Februsry l,- 
1912, witú interest at six per cent. per annum, peysble semi- 
annually on tne first deys of February and August in esca 
year, wnlcn were intended to be a lien upon tne sinking fund 
provided for in the First or Sinking Fund Mortgage of the 
Cnicago and Eastern Illinois Railroad Company, dated September 
1, 1877. Tne amount of bonds outstanding under tnis mort- 
gege, July 1, 1907, was $42,000, of which $15,000 were own- 
ea by tae Company. -All were paid at maturity.
